RAMPART CITY.—Well, here we 


are, not exactly under our own vine 
and fig tree, but under the shelter of 
our own roof, if youf only knew the sat- 
isfaction of saying this away up ]in 
Alaska. Why last night the thermo- 
meter registered 8 'below zero. The 
Yukon is now a mass of flowing ice. 
The boats have all tied up for this sea- 
son, and we can say that we are anch- 
ored here for ehis winter. We would 
have nothing to complain of only the 
lack of mail facilities. I have only had 
one batch of letters since I got here, 
only one from yon, bearing date of July 
1st. Last week who should drop in on 
us but Willte Cornweli and August 
ConradU They have both had a hard 
time, especially August, as he left San 
Francisco on the same date that I did, 
June 23rd. They, have abandoned their 
boat, the Dawson City, some sixty-five 
miles below here. She Is now high and 
dry. 
The river is now some twenty 


feet lower than when we came here. 
They luckily got the last boat up the 
river. 'They had to give up their out- 
fits, arriving here wiBh only thin cloth- 
Ing. 
I have taken them both in with 


me. You can bet that tney were the 
two happiest boys on earth when they 
saw me. Today I .sent August out to 
locate a claim on a creek called Gold 
Pan. He started off with three days' 
grub and 'his blankets, they making a 
pack of about, Jtoriy pounds. He will 
be home on Saturday night Cornweli 
made^h4&> .maiden.-trip on Saturday. He 
8toodr:the trip all right, I think that 
they^wlii both make good men for this 
country. 


There are now five of us stopping in 


this house, and we have all Che com- 
forts of a home. You would all be 
astonished if yon could only see us eat 
Sometimes I am afraid that some of us 
will reach the bursting stage. 


On last Saturday night we had some 


excitement. Yon see we -had not all of 
our stuff moved up from the tents, on 
the bank of the river. Scott was still 
sleeping in one of the tents, there be- 
ing, abo"* '": more tents in the same 
vicinity. He was on his way to go to 
bed, about 7 o'clock. Just as he was 
going in the tent he saw a man stand- 
ing alongside of the meat box, which 
was on the outside of the tent There 
were about 800 pounds of bacon, ham, 
dried beef, etc., in the boxes. Scott 
went up to tiie'man, wfco proved to be 
a negro, and asked him what he was 
doing there. He said "Nothing." Scott 
said that was the wrong place to be do- 
ing that. In the dark Scott laid his 
hand on the top of the bacon box and 
found three slabs of bacon, which had 
been taken from the inside of 
the 


box. He accused the negro of taking 
the bacon, which, of course, he denied. 
Scott called a man to watch and came 
up to the house for me, I went down, 
overhauled Mr. Darkey, got the bacon, 
some hams which he had stolen, as well 
as coffee, and found lots of things that 
he had stolen from other places. I had 
him placed under arrest. Next day he 
was brought before the trustees and 
sentenced to get ten lashes on the bare 
back, one year in jail and pay $500 fine. 
The lashes have since been remitted. 
The soldiers now have charge of tie 
negro. You know we now have a squaa 
of fifty soldiers here doing police duty. 
They are a nice lot of men. 


Next week I am to go out on the 


trail to visit our claims, of which we 
now have six. In a short time we can 
start to work. I have been a busy man 
since my arrival here. I liave worked 
from daylight to dark and then as long 
as I could by lamp light, making tables, 
chairs, washstands, shelves, bunks—in 
fact everything of that kind must be 
made here. No going to the store to 
buy. 
You must make, aad if I do say 


eo,-we win have as nice a bouse as 
there is In the City of Rampart I think 
I haar yon say, "Well, that is not Bay- 
ing much for the city," Well you are 
right We do not go much on luxuries, 
but comforts we are strong on. Any-

This island is three miles long and 
mile wide, without any population, 
is covered with green underbrush and 
there are thousands of sea i>lrds living 
there. 


"Guam is a fine island, with a beau- 


tiful harbor. The whole Island Is Ju» 
covered with tropical fruits of al 
kinds. Flour is very expensive here. It 
costs twenty cents a pound in Mexi- 
can money, 


The town has nearly all native 


houses built of adobe, with palm leaf 
roofs. Spanish is the language, but 
many people can use English. There 
are quite a number of old whaters here 
I see lots of the women .smoking pipes 
and chewing tobacco. The natives are 
not cleanly like the Hawalians. 


"We expect to toe here some time. 


The living id not so bad, as there 
plenty of 'beef and it is about the same; o'clock noon on Saturday, April 1, 
price as at Honolulu. We cannot get 
any postage stamps here, but depend 
on the captain «f the Brutus to "mail 
our letters.'

You wilt please excuse the liberty I

fortunately cast on a sand bar 'by the 
swift current. You know the river 
runs at the rate of ate miles an hour. 
When we struck shallow water the 
captain stopped the engines only to be 
carried on this bar In just about two 
minutes. 


We realized the dangerous condition, 


our boat was in and commenced right 


• away to get -her freight off, tor 
the 
river was falling- about a foot each 
day. We worked night and day, but 
3.3 fast as we would discharge out of 
the ship the river would fall and in 
Just five days after we struck we waded 
around in water only knee deep, so 
you can imagine how fast Ahe water 
dropped at that time of the year. This 
was after the rainy season was over 
and all the tributaries frozen up, thus 
causing the drop.

It was -hard work getting everything 


t out of her. On top of this ,to see our 
' fcoat high and dry on land was what I 
.call hard luck. 'Don't you? The cap- 
tain, who was acting manager, said it 
<was utterly impossible to save the 
steamer, and Wfr "decided to winter at 
St. James Mission. The S. S. Dawson 
City' still lies on the sand bar and all 
.the old-timers and Indians ^ay she will 
surely be broken rap by the Ice next 
.spring.

As the company lives no more with- 
out a Tjoat, Willie and I decided to take 
the first boat to Rampart City to Join 
"Billie" Eassie again. On the night of 
September 30 there came into St' 
James -Mission a small tug .boat, called 
the Governor Stonemain—and guess 
who we found on board? Mr. Miller, 
, from home, the old gentleman who had 


the cabinet shop in Hotel street Ee 
was so glad to meet us that he nearly 
cried. 


•We boarded the tug and asked the 


captain to let ua work our way to 
Rampart City. After some talk he 
agreed to let us have the whole of the 
hurricane deck to ourselves, and we ac- 
cepted with pleasure. We left the next 
morning and had to saw and split 
wood to pay our way. We had not gone 
sixty miles when we were shipwrecked 
for the second time on the Yukon. The 
Governor Stoneman ran on a bar ex- 
actly the same way as our 'boat had 
done only a few weeks before, giving 
no a second unpleasant experience on 
a. stranded river steamer. The captain 
gave her up at once and took ashore 
everything of value. We had been in 
camp two days-when a- large steamer 
called the Monarch came along and 
picked us all up. The fare required for 
passage to Ram-part was $15 Ad Will 
and I told them we would pay when <we 
reached the place and not before. It 
seemed like old times at home when 
the purser gave us staterooms. Will 
and I cleaned up a bit, for when we 
went aboard we had on our heavy 
Klondike boots and blue denims. It 
T*as fine to get a bath and have clean 
clothes again. 


It took the Monarch two days to 


make Rampart and we were quite sur- 
prised to find it such a city. There 
are about 400 cabins. There are seven 
stores and besides saloons, restaurants, 
saw mills and a population of 2,000. 
The tT. S, Glvernment has a detachment 
of fifty soldiers here under Lieut Bell. 
We found quite a Hawaiian colony.'

Gen. Eagan, like Maj. Gen. Miles, the 


Commanding General of the Army, like 
Gen. 
Corbin. the Adjutant General of 


the Army, and Maj. Gen. Brooke, the 
Governor General of Cuba, never 
passed through West Point, but lose 
from the ranks or came from civil life. 
He is a self-made man in its fullest 
sense. Born in Ireland in 1841, he was 
early in life thrown upon his own re- 
sources. When a mere lad he was car- 
ried to the Pacific coast—a 
'49er—and the larger portion of his 
career since has been spent there—in a 
region which is still bis home and 
among^a people with whom he enjoys 
popularity. When a boy he was noted 
for his adventurous spirit and self-re- 
liance. 


The lamented Gen. Poland, who died 


in camp at Chickamauga last year, up- 
on being asked by some one if he knew 
anything of Gen. Eagan, replied: "I 
know this much of him—be will fight 
a rattlesnake through the crack of a 
fence and give the rattler the first 
bite." His feat of bravery had its re- 
ward in many ways. Among other 
things, it won the heart asd good-will 
of that grand old soldier, Gen. George 
Crook, to whose counsel and friendship 
the young officer owed much of his sub- 
sequent success in life.

The accompanying cut shows bow. a 


man looks when attired in a regular 
Klondike outfit. 
Most people are 


under the impression that the clothing 
worn in the extremely cold climate of 
the Klondike is very heavy. Such 
however, Is not the case. The garments 
worn are very closely woven, allowing 
neither the heat of the -body to escape 
nor the exterior cold to penetrate. Furs 
cannot toe worn around the body when 
traveling. They cause perspiration and 
do not thoroughly prevent the cold 
from coming in and striking the warm 
body, causing sudden freezing. 


The heaviest underwear obtainable 


is worn, with a light suit next to the 
skin to prevent rubbing with the trough 
surface. Over this comes 
heavy

blue flannel miner's shirt, which 5s 
covered with a heavy sweater—all 
these garments being closely woven. 
The trousers are made of heavy Mack- 
inaw woolen. 


The feet are covered with four pairs 


of socks, together with a fifth pair of 
very heavy ones which come up over 
the trousers. 
The shoes worn Sre 


heavy moose skin moccasins, with 
thick sheepskin linings. 


Over all the .body comes -the light, 


big, closely woven "parkay." The col- 
lar of this is of the finest fur, and 
when it is extremely cold this collar Is 
gathered in front of the face and the 
heavy fur cap with its thick earlaps is 
pulled down over the head. This leaves 
almost no opening to see through, only 
sufficient to notice the trail/ At times 
a silk handkerchief is wrapped around 
the face to prevent chilled air be- 
ing inhaled, and causing quick con- 
sumption. A thick pair of woolen 
mits is worn on the hands, which are 
then encased in 1>ig furs, the cuffs of 
which come clear up to the elbow. 


All in all, while a man is hardly in 


swimming costume, still it is far from 
being so heavy as most people think. 
Mr. C. I. Helm, of this city, from whom 
Jie above likeness was secured, walked 
700 miles down the Yukon attired pre- 
cisely as has been described. The dogs

Halawa Is Not Favored-Majority 


for Moanalua—Kahauikl's De- 


' * fects-Presldsnt's Party. 


(From Thursday's Daily.) 


A personally conducted exploration 


for a cemetery site was made yesterday 
down the railroad. President Dole, 
who is at the head of the joint commit- 
tee of the Board of Health, the Execu- 


. tive Council and the Oahu Cemetery 
Association, was in charge of the party. 
Mr. Dillingham, general manager of 
the railway, placed a coach and engine 
at. the .disposal of the committee and 
invited guesta In the party were 
twenty-four souls, allowing a soul for 
each man. The prominent citizens, ex- 
cluding -the newspaper representatives 
were: Gov. Cleghorn, Geo. R. Carter, 
Dr. N. B.'Emerson, Dr. C. B. Wood, Dr. 
C. B. Cooper, Dr. P. <R. Day, John Phil- 
lips, David Dayton, Dr. J, S. .McGrew, 
<3eo. W. Smith, John. E. Bush, J. W. 
McDonald. The only delegate from the 
Hawaiian press was F. J. Testa. All 
who were expected to make the trip 
were at the depot promptly at the hour 
indicated in the courteous summons 
and a start was made without any de- 
lay. 


Inspections were made of lands in 


Halawa, Moanalu and Kahauiki. There 
was scarcely any consideration of the 
Halawa tract. It was not liked and 
was considered unavailable for a va- 
riety of reasons. Distance and the fact 
ttoat cane would grow all about the 
place were amongst the objections. 


Quite a stop was made about three- 


quarters of a mile beyond Moanalna. 
The acreage that it Js believed can be 
secured here was carefully viewed. It 
gently slopes upward from the railway 
track, affords a view of the harbor and 
city and it was stated that there would 
be no trouble in digging to desired 
depth with ordinary tools. It was fig- 
ured that an artesian well could be pro- 
vided and that perhaps a wind-mill or 
a -modest pumping plant could supply 
the water. The expense of preparing 
the land will be slight. That is is good 
soil was guaranteed by several, both 
Governor Cleghorn and David Dayton 
remarking of the growth of kulu as a 
-sign that fertilizers would not be re- 
quired in growing grass, trees and 
flowers. The time from the city on 
•Che railway would 'be -but a few miu- 
rrtes and besides there is a Government 
wagon road through the tract. It is 
desired to secure from seventy to two 
hundred acres and there is ample land 
there. It is owned by Mr.« Damon, 
Minister of Finance. 


Nearly an hour was spent by the 


party In viewing the Kahauiki land. 
This task involved a walk of a mile 
and a half or more from the railway 
to the wagon road and back again. Mr. 
A. T. Atkinson particularly distin- 
guished himself as a pedestrian. There 
were a number who' said at onae that 
the 'Kahauiki plot pointed out was a 
choice piece of land for the purpose in 
view. It is at a good elevation, has 
fertile soil and can be watered cheaply 
as the Moanalua piece. Then Kahauiki

NEW ORLEANS, Jan. 19.—The lease 


of the Lepers' Home of Louisiana will 
expire in a short time, and the State 
will again be brought face to face with 
the question of what to do with the 
lepers. The, timidity of the State in 
dealing with the question is responsible 
in part for the continuance of the dis- 
ease. Drastic measures, such as have 
been adopted in Hawaii' and other 
countries 
where leprosy prevails, 


wpuld, it is believed, have routed it 
from the State long ago. As it 'is, lep- 
rosy has lingered in Louisiana for a 
century .and a quarter. 


The report of the Board of Control 


to Governor Foster shows that Louis- 
iana will be entirely unprepared to care 
for the inmates of the Indian Camp 
Home upon the expiration of the lease. 
It will be impossible to secure a re- 
newal of the. lease because of public 
prejudice1 in Iherville parish, where 
the ;home la sittfated, and the' bitter 
opposition of the neighboring prosperr 
ous town of Whitecastle. 
T-fie same: 


opposition will be encounterefl in other1 
parishes where the State-may try to' 
establish a home for lepers. Tfie Board 
has frequently called the attention of 
the Legislature to the matter, pointing 
out that the State ought to purchase 
propery for a home and not depend 
upon a lease; but the Legislature has 
always-dodged the unpleasant question. 
Whether the failure of the State to act 
will result in turning the lepers loos* 
on the community, or whether 
they 


will remain where they are until they, 
can be removed elsewhere, cannot now 
be determined. No one is likely to 
venture on the place to remove them 
as trespassers. It is possible that they 
will find another home through the 
charity of friends, for they have re- 
ceived many gifts and legacies from all 
parts of the country, and there is an^ 
auxiliary association of Women ii 
New Orleans who look after and care- 
for these unfortunate people. 


The present 'home-wass established-iii 


building, -whksh' tt^ddlf %alf bccupl 
by the Sisters ot-jObfcrlty, who do,' 
nursing, and othjir^ ,«mploye«is,' 
there are accommodations on the place 
for five times as many lepera \a are 
there; indeed, when the plantation was

1892 when Louisiana seemed to be 
aroused to the importance of dealing 
with the problem of leprosy. It had 
previously been regarded as a subject 
ft) be avoided, the mere mention of 
which was thought to be prejudicial to 
the interests of the State. For more 
than a century since Carondelet's re- 
gime under the Spanish domination 
the leper question had been ignored, 
and it was agreed not to recognize the 
existence of the disease. But in 1892, 
owing to the unpleasant publicity that 
bad been given the disease, through 
the discovery of a leper 'barber.and a 
leper baker, the necessity of action 
was recognized by all. The Legisla- 
ture provided for a home, but unfor- 
tunately appropriated 
only enough 


money to lease one, not enough to buy 
one, and passed an act which provided 
penalties for harboring lepers and re- 
quired sheriffs to deliver such unfor- 
tunates -to the house when so ordered 
by the district judge. The first idea 
was to estAlish the home in the out- 
skirts of New Orleans, where better 
medicinal attendance could be provid- 
ed; but the city protested so loudly that 
this plan was abandoned. The Board 
of Control kept, its subsequent plans 
secret to prevent similar protests from 
the parishes, and it was not until the 
Indian Camp plantation had 
been 


leased that the location determined on 
was made known. 


The leper home is admirably situat- 


ed. It covers 200 acres of an old plan- 
tation in Iberville parish, on the Mis- 
sissippi, seven miles from a railroad 
and two miles from Wbitecastle, on the 
opposite side of the river. The lepers ; 
are confined within a high stockade 
surrounding a space of fifteen acres. 
Within the stockade are seven houses 
occupied hy the lepers, an 
elevated

The average life of * wooden ship 


was said to he fifteen years, reinarks a 
writer in the Pall Mall Gazette. This 
probably was assumed as a 'basis for 
insurance purposes, y«t a larg&.jper- 
centage of wooden ships flourished 
much longer than fifteen years. I could 
quote many instances of wooden ships 
which-kept.afloat an incredible num- 
ber of years, and eighty out of every 
hundred were coasters. Two extra- 
ordinary instances of longevity in ships 
may, be worth quoting here. In Febru- 
ary, 1827, the Betsy Cains of Shields, 
sailed from that port with a cargo to 
Hamburg. She met with a heavy-gale 
from east-southeast,, and bore up for 
Shields harbor. The sea was raging on 
Xynemouth -bar; the ship struck,; was 
driven upon the rocks -and lost, .What 
ship was this that was -lost in the y:ear 
1827? Will it'be believed, that she ;was 
the yacht that in 1868 brought over to 
England William, Prince of Orange, 
and that she was th€n called the prin- 
cess Mary? This, at all events,-.^.was 
claimed lor her. How old was she .when 
she carried the prince? For a number 
of years afterward .she was one. -of 
Queen Anne's royal yachts, and ,was 
reckoned a very fast sailing vesseL 


The other instance is that of a-tea- 


sel called the Cognac Packet, which, as 
she was afloat in 1886, may stijlbe trad- 
ing and in good health. I took a note 
of Iher $n tihat year,,when she.sailed 
from Seaham harbor coal laden /for 
Harwich, in command of Capt Button, 
and she was. then ninety-four: .years 
old, 
having been built at Burlesdon,
